Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 21-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Cantrell et al patent 4,139,332 in view of Hitzman patent 3,245,466 and Kangas patent 
2,884,132. 

Cantrell et al disclose a system and process for separating product from a 
mixture of product and water in a remediation/water flood recovery system (column 1, 
lines 17-32) that comprises internal combustion engine 20, coupled to and drawing a 
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suction or vacuum on a 1 st or 2 nd surge tank 10 by way of provided conduit 22 and 
pump 18 (column 2, lines 32-58), that in turn is coupled to means for separating the 
production fluid from the water (column 1, lines 25-28). 

For method claims 26-34, Cantrell also disclose that the engine is run at a 
controlled speed (column 2, lines 59-67). 

The apparatus and method claims each differ in requiring the 1 st tank to be one 
which is capable of holding a mixture of product and water. However, both Hitzman at 
column 1, lines 7-14 and column 2, lines 27-36 and 51-58, and Kangas (column 1, lines 
15-27 and column 1, line 55-columri 2, line 6) teach to couple tanks which separate 
production fluid from water to downstream water recovery mechanisms by way of the 
suction of pumps. Hence, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art 
to have utilized tanks, as taught by Kangas and Hitzman in the separation of production 
fluid from water disclosed by Cantrell, since the tanks are encompassed in separation 
systems effecting a high efficiency and effectiveness of product/water separation. 

The method claims, as well as claim 23, also require the product which is 
separated in the first tank to be diverted to a second tank. Hitzman teaches such 2 nd 
tank 51 that is used to separate oil from soivent employed to break oil/water emulusion 
in the 1 st tank (column 3, lines 30-53). It would have been also obvious to have 
employed the Hitzman diverting step in the Cantrell process, to enable use of solvent to 
separate oil/water emulsion, resulting in recovery of oil and water having very low 
amounts of contamination, i.e. effect complete separation of oil and water in the 1 st tank. 
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For claim 22 and 32, Hitzman teaches use of coiled pipe at column 2, lines 65-72 
to mix treatment chemical with the product or water being separated. 

For claims 24,25,27,28,30,31,33 and 34, internal combustion engines, such as 
the engine of Cantrell inherently burn vapors from incoming fluids as part of the 
combustion process. 

For claim 29, Hitzman and Kangas illustrate additional conduits coupled between 
recovery well and tanks (see conduit 103 of Kahgas or conduit 1 1 of Hitzman. 

Applicant's arguments filed 9/27/2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Applicant's response asserts that Cantrell teaches that internal 
combustion engines had been commonly used prior to Cantrell to drive pumps, and 
teaches control of speed of an internal engine, however does not teach using an 
internal combustion engine to provide vacuum on a tank. However, Cantrell actually 
explicitly teaches internal combustion engine taking suction, i.e providing a vacuum for 
a surge tank and coupled conduits (Abstract and column 2, lines 32-54). Cantrell solves 
a critical problem with such system, concerning using such vacuum in conjunction with 
controlling speed of the engine.
